In Nablus, the West Bank's largest town, sch- 
oolchildren failed to show op for classes. Arab demonstrators 
stoned Israeli vehicles and set up a roadblock, a military spo- 
kesman said Demonstrations were also staged in Hebron, acc- 
ording to the military.

Tuesday told visiting Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
chief Yasser Arafat that international recognition of the PLO was 
a step towards peace in the Middle East- Mr. Arafat, who arrived 
Tuesday for an official visit at the invitation of Mr. Honecker. 
began wide-ranging talks with the East German leadership after a 
high-level reception usually reserved for heads of state. East 
Germany does not recognise Israel and has been a tong-standing 
supporter of the Palestinian cause. Mr. Arafat is a frequent visitor 
to East Berlin where the PLO has an official diplomatic mission. 
The official East German news agency ADN said Mr. Honecker 
described the recognition of the PLO by more than 100 countries 
and many international organisations as proof of its political 
success.

Village Leagues members 
to face treason charges 


AMMAN (R) — Jordan Tuesday 
said it would bring treason charges 
involving the death penalty aga- 
inst Arabs living on the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank who belong 
to the Israeli-sponsored Village 
Leagues. 

The Israeli occupation aut- 
horities set up the Village Leagues 
as m un icipal authorities to by-pass 
the elected mayors of the main 
West Bank towns. 

Prime Minister and Defence 
Minister Mudar Badran in a def- 
ence order published Tuesday, 
said those who failed to withdraw 
from the leagues within a month 
would face treason charges which 


could entail capital punishment 
and confiscation of properly. 

The same measures would 
apply to those who joined the lea- 
gues or cooperated with them 
after April 9. 

Mr. Badran said Israel was 
embarking on measures aimed at 
de facto annexation of the West 
Bank. 

Legal experts here said that 
though the West Bank is still off- 
icially part of Jordan, Tuesday's 
order would only come into effect 
if West Bank Arabs belonging to 
the Village Leagues crossed into 
Jordan, where they would be arr- 
ested and tried by military courts.

Christian bishops issue 
appeal on Pope’s remarks 


AMMAN (Petra) — The heads of 
the Christian denominations in 
Jordan issued a statement on Tue- 
sday on the Christian-Jewish dia- 
logue in the Vatican. 

“The international press have 
reported that a Christian-Jewish 
dialogue is taking place in the Vat- 
ican. Intellectual dialogue among 
the various religions and ide- 
ologies is not an abnormal or pec- 
uliar phenomenon, but has been 
going on throughout history." the 
statement said. 

The statement, issued by Msgr. 
Dr. Raouf Najjar of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Bishop Saba 
Yoakira of the Me Ik it es, and Bis- 
hop Elia Khouri of the Anglican 
Church, said that the Vatican had 
formed a committee entrusted 
with regulating the dialogue bet- 
ween the Christians and Muslims. 
“However, we hope that the cur- 
rent dialogue between the Vatican 
and the Jews would be .within, the 
framework of normality like any 
other dialogue," the statement 
added. 

The statement expressed the 
fear that “Zionism, which has 
been clever hi penetrating the var- 


ious religious and intellectual cir- 
cles, would use the dialogue to 
serve its own suspect ends." 

“However, we are confident," 
the statement said, “that the Vat- 
ican is aware of such traps and 
would not allow such a dialogue to 
turn into a gain to Zionism and a 
loss to the other religions, which 
we hope would remain pure and 
free from stumbling into the lab- 
tyniths of Judaisation." 

The statement added: “We, 
here in the Holy Lands, which are 
vanquished by the Zionist occ- 
upation, and we, who are living 
near captive Jerusalem, are con- 
fident that His Holiness the Pope 
and his respected aides will tell 
those engaged in the dialogue the 
word of truth and justice on the 
Palestinian issue in general and 
Jerusalem and the Islamic and 
Christian Holy Places in par- 
ticular. as well as on the Pal- 
estinian people, who like other 
freedom-loving peoples, have* 
been struggling for tong to acquire 
their right to self-determination 
and to live in their country in 
peace, freedom and amity alo- 
ngside all peoples of the area.'* 


Saleh in Saudi Arabia

ived in Riyadh Tuesday for his second visit to Saudi Arabia in four 
months, the Saudi Press Agency reported.

As the slow vote count con- 
tinued, Gustavo Anzueto- Vie- 
lman of the Authentic Nationalist 
Centre, who is running last, asked 
his supporters Tuesday to join the 
other candidates' protest in front 
of the national palace.

Renovator coalition, who are run- 
ning second and third charged at a 
news conference Monday night 
that the elections were rigged by 
the military-dominated gov- 
ernment. They demanded thar the 
vote be nullified and a new ele- 
ction held within 60 days. 

The rightist coalition .sup- 
porting front runner Gen. Angel 
Anibal Guevara proclaimed his 
victory in newspaper adv- 
ertisements on Tuesday, although 
he apparently will not get the maj- 
ority needed for election. If no 
candidate receives a majority, 
congress, dominated by the ruling 
coalition, will choose the winner 
from the top two candidates. 


El Salvador battles continuing 

SAN SALVADOR (Agencies) — Left-wing guerrillas fought fierce 
battles with government forces in two of El Salvador s major cities on 

Monday before withdrawing. 

Army sources said at least 30 guerrillas were killed in San Miguel 
for the loss of three soldiers. Bullet-ridden bodies were left on the 
streets after a five-hour battle. 

In San Vicente, the insurgents attacked at dawn and withdrew after 
seven hours of house-to-house skirmishes in which at least 1 5 people 

"were killed. . , , . 

The guerrillas distributed pamphlets saying the left-wing groups 
under the umbrella of the Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
Front had started a new offensive to oust the civilian-military junta. 

Official sources said there had also been clashes in the province of 
La Union, about 160 kilometres east of San Salvador. 

President Jose Napoleon Duane, who has called constituent ass- 
embly elections on March 28 in an attempt to resolve El Salvador's 
undeclared civil war, on Monday night denied charges that National 
Guards had massacred peasants m a hamlet in San Vicente province. 

Peasants in a guerrilla-controlled area dose to the Campanario 
hamlet said National Guardsmen had machine-gunned about 124 . 
peasants in January. 

Reporters visited the place on Monday and found 14 skulls on a 
mound, human bones and torn clothes. 

A U.S. embassy spokesman said the charges of a massacre in El 
Campanario were being investigated. 

In Washington, the administration of President Ronald Reagan 
plans to produce photographic evidence on Tuesday night of a mas- 
sive military buildup in Nicaragua based' on an influx of Soviet and 
Warsaw bloc weapons channelled through Cuba.

Islamic mediators 
to pursue efforts 
on Iraq-Iran war 

OIC says pressure needed 
to break deadlock 


JEDDAH (Agencies.) — Islamic 
mediators in the Iran-Iraq war 
decided Tuesday to press for con- 
cessions from both sides after 
peace envoy’s to the two Muslim 
countries found them still wide 
apart on how to end the 18- 
month-old conflict. 

After a five-day meeting here a 
peace committee of the Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference 
(OIC > said Iran wanted Iraqi tro- 
ops to withdraw from its territory 
before any negotiations while Iraq 
wanted a withdrawal to take place 
after. 

It said in a statement that a 
follow-up committee “shall carry' 
out its action, or may bring some 
pressure to bear on both sides, to 
obtain concessions and a common 
ground for peace." 

The statement did not say how 
the mediators proposed to apply 
pressure on the two countries. If 
the follow-up committee achieved 
results, it said, a panel of foreign 
ministers would pursue the matter 
with both Iraq and Iran. 

OIC Secretary-General Habib 
Chatti said the follow-up com- 
mittee of two or three members 
would be named in four to six 
weeks' times by President Ahmad 
Sekou Toure of Guinea, who 
heads the main peace committee. 

The Guinean president led a 
peace mission to Baghdad on 
Sunday and to Tehran on Mon- 
day. Diplomats later said the wit- 
hdrawal issue was the most sen- 
sitive. 

“ Both sides stand to lose face if 
they make any concession on this 
point. What is needed is a face- 
saving formula.” one diplomat 
said. 

Mr. Chatti told reporters he did 
not regard the latest round of shu- 
ttle diplomacy as a failure. He said 
both sides had reaffirmed their 
unequivocal confidence in the 
40-member OIC and its peace 
committee. 

“As everything must come to an 
end, this war must also end.” he 
added. 

Separate peace efforts by the 


United Nations and the Non- 
Aligned Movement also stumbled 
on the withdrawal issue, diplomats 
said. 

The nine-man OIC peace com- 
mittee. set up last year, includes 
leading figures from Pakistan. 
Bangladesh. Malaysia. Senegal. 
Guinea. Gambia. Turkey and the 
Palestine Liberal ton Organisation 
and the OIC secretary-general. 

I In Tehran on Tuesday. Iranian 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini referred to 
the OIC mediation in a speech, 
saying Iran would “not retreat a 
single step." 

(Tehran Radio, monitored in 
London, played a recording of a 
speech to soldiers returned from 
the war fronts in which he ruled 
out a settlement with Iraq as long 
as Iraqi forces were inside Iranian 
territories. 

Mr. Chani fun her rejected int- 
erpretations that the committee as 
a whole had failed in its effort. 

“The hospitality and readiness 
we found, and the will expressed 
by the two parties, the great con- 
fidence they exhibited and their 
desire that the committee con- 
tinue its work— that the solution 
should come through it— is con- 
sidered a positive step which per- 
mits us to face this complex case 
with some hope." Mr. Chatii said. 

He asserted that there was 
“progress in the March towards 
peace.” 

Substance of the peace formula 
proposed originally by the com- 
mittee to both Iraq and Iran has 
not been divulged. Sources said 
however it included promises of 
Saudi-lslamic post-war rec- 
onstruction aid and raised the pos- 
sibility of a pan-Islamic pea- 
cekeeping presence on the dis- 
puted Shatt Al Arab 
estuary— flashpoint of the war. 

A tTouble-shooting delegation 
had reported “very encouraging” 
talks with Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein Sunday. The delegation 
made no comment on negotiations 
held in Iran Monday prior to iss- 
uance of the statement. 


Habib briefs Lebanese 
leaders on Mideast talks 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
was at the head of a senior del- 
egation receiving former Sen- 
egalese President Leopold Sen- 
ghor upon his arrival in Amman 
airport Tuesday afternoon for a 
five-day visit to Jordan in res- 
ponse to an invitation from Prince 
Hassan. 

President Senghor will par- 
ticipate in the preparatory mee- 
tings of the third Arab- African 
forum scheduled to be held in the 
Moroccan city of Assilah in Aug- 
ust. The conferees will discuss the 
agenda of the conference on the 
dialogue between North and 
South countries which will be held 
in the city of Avignon, France late 
this month. 

A programme has been pre- 
pared for the Senegalese guest, 
including visits to the historic and 
tourist sites in Jordan. He will also 
visit the Martyrs’ Monument the 


NICOSIA (A.P.) — Iraqi forces 
captured four strategic hills at 
Sar-e Pol Zahab in western Iran 
after-day-long fighting with Ira-' 
nian forces. Baghdad Radio rep- 
orted Monday. 

A war communique broadcast 
by the radio said the four villages 
of Kalina. Shamyhiiyaeo, Barco 
and Majeed Kay were “com- 
pletely cleared of Iranian troops 
and positions.” 

Sar-e Pol Zahab is 30 kil- 
ometres east of the border from 
main Iran-Iraq border crossing at 
Qasr-c Shirin. on the highway lea-’ 
ding into the predominantly Kur-

MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper Pra- 
vda complained Tuesday about 
Iran's attitude towards Moscow 
and said right-wingers around 
ruler Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini were blocking progress 
towards good relations between 
the two countries. 

In a commentary marking the 
third anniversary of the overthrow 
of the Shah. Pravda analyst Pavel 
Demchenko said Moscow had 
given strong support to the Islamic 
Republic which succeeded him 
and had aided its consolidation. 

It was therefore unjust of many 
Iranian leaders to class the United 
States and Soviet Union together 
as an equal threat to their country, 
he said. 

Criticism of the Iranian Islamic 
leadership has been rare in the 
Soviet press and the commentary 
indicated irritation in Moscow 
that its attempts to woo Tehran 
over the past three years had bro- 
ught no results.

The communique said fierce 
clashes developed in the area with 
an Iraqi attack early Monday, in 
which at least 1 1 7 Iranian troops 
were killed and scored wounded 
or captured. 

It added that the Iraqis also cap- 
tured a large quantity of weapons 
in usable conditions. 


Pravda said the Kremlin had 
helped Iran withstand a U.S. blo- 
ckade of its ports in 1 980 by ste- 
pping up transit facilities for sup- 
plies to pass through Soviet ter- 
ritory. 

It suggested that Soviet support 
for the Iranian revolution had also 
dissuaded Washington from tak- 
ing more drastic action against the 
new republic. 

But despite these efforts there 
had been no attempt on the Ira- 
nian side to improve links with 
Moscow, the daily said. 

The newspaper also complained 
about anti-Soviet demonstrations 
in Iran and said a group of Soviet 
Muslims on an official visit had 
been forced to listen to people 
chanting hostile slogans at them. 

Mr. Demchenko's article att- 
acked Iranian assertions that 
communism and Islam were inc- 
ompatible, saying this was a "tot- 
ally unacceptable" view which had 
been disproved by Soviet history. 


Tehran 
cautioned 
on conflict 

RIYADH (A.P.) — Saudi Ara- 
bia's foreign minister direcred a 
cautionary” note to Iran Tuesday 
against the potential spread of its 
war with Iraq as afforts were being 
made to contain a new Gulf dis- 
pute — this time between Bahrain 
and Qatar. 

Prince Saud Al Faisal, speaking 
at a press conference following a 
packed three-day meeting of the 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) 
foreign ministers, stressed the 
“non-violability of Saudi air- 
space" and expressed hope that 
the Iran-Iraq war will be “con- 
tained" and “prevented from spr- 
eading" to neighbouring Gulf 
countries. 

Prince Saud said joint defence 
plans formulated last January by 
the defence ministers of the six 
GCC siates-Saudi Arabia. Kuw- 
ait. United Arab Emirates. Bah- 
rain, Qatar and Oman — will be 
taken up by a GCC summit at a 
later date. 

He said the foreign ministers 
had discussed possible joint GCC I 
measures against Libyan leader j 
Muaramer Qadhafi. who veh- 
emently denounced Saudi Arabia 1 
last week, but that the six states I 
had limited themselves for the 
moment to expressing their "ext- 
reme regret and annoyance" over 
Col. Qadhafi's behaviour. 

The prince said a joint sta- 
tement issued earlier touched only 
on "decisions which have been 
approved" but that several other 
topics were discussed. 

The statement said mainly that 
Saudi Arabia has agreed to exe- 
rcise its good offices in finding a 
permanent solution to a territorial 
dispute between GCC neighbours 
Bahrain and Qatar. 

Bahrain and Qatar, with pop- 
ulations of 380.000 and 220,000 
respectively, were poised at the 
brink of a propaganda war last 
week after Qatar complained that 
its neighbour had undertaken 
“provocative" naval manoeuvres 
near the Huwar Islands, to which 
Bahrain lays historical claims. 

The GCC meeting reviewed 
progress of economic and security 
integration steps taken so far by 
the ten-month-old grouping, say- 
ing that all six member states have 
committed themselves to con- 
clude a joint internal security pact 
at a later dare. 

Finnish 
president 
in Moscow 

MOSCOW (R) — Finnish Pre- 
sident Mauno Koivisto arrived in 
Moscow Tuesday for an official 
visit and was given a personal wel- 
come by Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev, the official news agency 
TASS reported. 

It said Mr. Brezhnev, Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
other senior Kremlin officials 
were at the airport to welcome the 
new Finnish bead of state as he 
stepped From his plane. 

Dr. Koivisto' s visit came six 
weeks after he took over the pre- 
sidency from Urho Kekkonen, 
who built up close ties with Mos- 
cow during his 25 years in office. 

In HelsinkL Finnish officials 
said Dr. Koivisio’s talks with Sov- 
iet leaders would cover world and 
bilateral affairs and were intended 
to establish personal relations. 

Relations between Finland and 
the Soviet Uoion are governed by 
their 1948 friendship treaty, sig- 
ned after they had twice been at 
war in the period 1939-44. The 
treaty binds Finland to meet mil- 
itary attacks aimed at the Soviet 
Ltoion through Finnish territory. 


BEIRUT (R) — U.S. special 
envoy Philip Habib arrived in Bei- 
rut Tuesday as part of a round of 
talks aimed at strengthening a fra- 
gile ceasefire between Israel and 
Palestinian forces in South Leb- 
anon. 

The former Vietnam peace 
negotiator went straight into a 
meeting with Lebanese President 
Elias Sarkis without speaking to 
reporters. 

U.S. officials declined to give 
any details of Mr. Habib's pro- 
gramme. 

But state radio said he would 
brief government officials on the 
results of his talks over the past 1 1 
days m Israel, Syria. Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia. Lebanese new- 
spapers said they expected the 
envoy would also meet leaders of 
some of the country's warring fac- 
tions. 

Mr. Habib's visit to the Middle 
East, his fifth since last ApriL fol- 
lowed weeks of rising tension 
which left the ceasefire looking 
increasingly shaky. 

Mr. Habib's mission has been 
shrouded in secrecy like all his 


previous visits to the Middle East. 
U.S. officials have refused to spell 
out the precise aims of the trip or 
explain why Mr. Habib visited 
Jordan and Sa udi Arabia as well as 
the three countries directly inv- 
olved in the tension in Lebanon. 

But last summer Saudi Arabia 
was reported by Arab diplomats in 
the Gulf to be playing a viral med- 
iating role between the United 
States and the PLO. with which 
Washington refuses to negotiate 
directly. 

PLO leader Yasser Arafat was 
in the Saudi capital Riyadh last 
week at the same time as Mr. 
Habib. 

Lebanon's Prime Minister Sha- 
fiq AJ Wazzan said last week Mr. 
Habib had not presented him with 
any specific proposals for str- 
engthening the ceasefire in South 
Lebanon. 

Government sources said the 
special envoy had a range of ideas 
stretching from closing □ gap in the 
LLN. -controlled zone in southern 
Lebanon to wider measures aimed 
at defusing tension in the area. 


Saudis question Iranian pilot 

JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia (R) — An Iranian pilot defected to Saudi 
Arabia last Thursday in a U.S .-built Phantom jet fighter, according 
to the defence ministry. 

A ministry statement, carried by the Saudi Press Agency on Mon- 
day night, skid Saudi authorities were questioning the pilot, whose 
name and rank were not given. 

A Kuwaiti newspaper said on Monday the pilot was given asylum 
m Saudi Arabia, whose relations with Iran have worsened since the 
1979 revolution there.

Soviets criticise Iranians 


BONN (A.P.) — West Germany's 
foreign minister indicated Tue- 
sday his country would go through 
with purchases of Soviet natural 
gas regardless of whether the sit- 
uation in Poland deteriorates. 

At the same time. Foreign Min- 
ister Hans-Dietrich Genscher 
made clear in a television int- 
erview West German foreign pol- 
icy sought to prevent a sharpening 
of the Polish crisis or an outright 
Soviet incursion. 

. Mr. Genscher was asked whe- 
ther the Bonn government could 
continue participation in the nat- 
ural gas deal if the situation in Pol- 
and worsened or Soviet troops 


were dispatched there. 

He said a Soviet invasion of 
Poland would be “the kind of 
measure which would fun- 
damentally change the situation.” 
adding that Bonn's policy was to 
show Moscow thar East-West 
cooperation was in its interest in 
order to discourage it from hostile 
moves in Poland. 

Mr. Genscher made the rem- 
arks during a joint television int- 
erview in Washington with U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
for broadcast in West Germany 
late Tuesday. 

A text of their remarks was dis- 
tributed here by the foreign office 


in advance of the programme. 

Mr. Genscher flew to Was- 
hington on Sunday for meetings 
with U.S. President Ronald Rea- 
gan, Mr. Haig and other senior 
administration and congressional 
leaders. The West German was to 
depan late Tuesday for Bonn. 

During the interview. Mr. Haig 
was asked when the U.S. gov- 
ernment would give up its opp- 
osition to the gas deal, which 
American critics fear will make 
Western Europe energy dep- 
endent on Moscow. 

“I doubt that they (U.S. off- 
icials) wQl give up their concerns 
about the deal" Mr. Haig said. 


TEL AVTV (R) — Israeli officials 
expressed disappointment Tue- 
sday over., the results produced so 
far by the latest Middle East mis- 
sion of U.S. special envoy Philip 
Habib. 

The officials made their views 
known as Mr. Habib arrived in 
Beirut from Israel for a new round 
of talks aimed at preserving the 
ceasefire between Israel and Pal- 
estinian commandos in southern 
Lebanon. 

An official in Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin’s office told 
Reuters: **We knew that Mr. 
Habib's immediate aim was to 
make certain the ceasefire did nor 


break down but we hoped that 
during his visits to the various 
Arab lands he would make some 
progress in moving towards a 
more permanent solution of the 
problems in Lebanon." 

President Reagan sent Mr. 
Habib on his present mission after 
reports of military buildups I\ 
both Israel and the Palestinians in 
the area of the Lebanese-Israeli 
border. 

“The core of the problem in 
Lebanon is Syria's virtual occ- 
upation of that country and the 
dominant role of the Palestinian 
terrorists based there.” the Israeli 
official said. 
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Report details booming 
insurance industry growth 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The total fees 
collected by insurance companies 
operating in Jordan have inc- 
reased ninefold during the past 10 
years, according to a report on the 
insurance industry quoted Tue- 
sday by A1 Ra'i newspaper.

The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade's Insurance Cootrol Dep- 
artment has issued a com- 
prehensive report on insurance 
activities in Jordan from 1973- 
1981, the paper said. It quoted 
Insurance Control Department 
Director Radi Ibrahim as saying 
that the report contained a study 
and an analysis of the insurance 
industry's progress with regard to 
fees collected and compensation 
paid, for all insurance companies 
operating in Jordan. These inc- 
lude 21 Jordanian companies and 
12 foreign ones, he said. 

The study covered insurance 


development during the 1973- 
1975 three-year development 
plan and the 1976-1980 five-year 
development plan, he added. It 
showed that fees levied by ins- 
urance companies had increased 
from JD 2.2 million in 1972 to JD 
19.6 million in 1981: nearly nine 
times. 

Mr. Ibrahim explained that 
compensations paid for damages 
sustained by claimants increased 
from JD 7 00,000 in 1972 to JD 
9.4 million in 1981 . He added that 
the increase in fees amounted to 
28 per cent in 1981 in comparison 
with 1980, and that compensation 
paid increased by nine per cent in 
the same period. 

Insurance companies’ net inc- 
ome jumped from JD 266.000 in 
1972 to about JD 3 million in 
1980. due to the increase in the 
number of these companies and in 
their investments, he added. 

Mr. Ibrahim said that insurance 
companies' investments in various 
development sectors had amo- 
unted to JD 13 million in 1981. in 
addition to more than JD 1 1 mil- 
lion deposited with banks. He exp- 
lained that 35 per cent of the JD 
1 3 million was invested in real est- 
ate: 12.6 per cent in banks' and 
insurance companies' shares. 15 
per cent in bonds: nine percent in 
industrial sector stocks; 16.4 per 
cent in loans against government 
guarantees: six percent in life ins- 
urance policy loans: four per cent 
in tourism and two per cent in 
other sectors.

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Refugee conditions worsen 


UNRWA cost-cutting 
hits education plans 


SCHOOLS FOR PALESTINE 
refugees could stay open for the 
rest of the year if $20 million is 
raised in the next few weeks. But 
years of cost-cutting have left 
many schools with leaking roofs, 
blocked toilets and crumbling 
walls. 

At least $9 million more is nee- 
ded for urgent construction, mai- 
ntenance and repair work for sch- 
ools. clinics and other installations 
operated by UNRWA, the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency 
for Palestine Refugees in the Near 
East. 

Routine maintenance has been 
put off so long that deterioration 
has set -in and buildings are bec- 
oming unusable or even col- 
lapsing. This Ls a problem that 
cannot go away, even if the threat 
of closing LiNRWA's 643 schools 
in Jordan. Lebanon. Syria and the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip is headed off yet again. 

Under a wet umbrella 

LINA MARCHE'ITE som- 
etimes carries an umbrella when 
she looks after children in a kin- 
dergarten in Kalandia Camp, in 
the occupied West Bank. She 
sometimes has to wear a raincoat 
because of water leaking through 
the root and the 70 children are 
often sent home because of snow, 
or rain. 

Five kerosene stoves heat the 
kindergarten, but this is not eno- 
ugh. The walls are damp, fully sat- 
urated with moisture. 

The UNRWA building in which 
Miss Marchette works was sch- 
eduled lor demolition five years 
ago. Nearby is the Kalandia girls

built in 1956 with a rool of cor- 
rugated zinc sheets.

Forty to 
fifty girls are crowded into each 
dimly lit classroom. Some rooms 
have no .windows. 

In the camp there are 2 H 0 huts 
in need of repair. UNRWA pro- 
vides minimal assistance to special 
hardship cases tor shelter repairs. 
Bakr Ibrahim and his family, for 
example, live in two small rooms 


camp near Sidon. Lebanon, share 
the same compound. Eash cla- 
ssroom is an independent unit 
with access to each through a pla- 
yground often ankle-deep in mud. 
The 30-year-old prefabricated 
structures are bitterly cold in win- 
ter and unbearably hot in summer. 

The school playground is une- 
ven and has no drainage, so rai- 
nwater seeps into classrooms or

Current financial position 

UNRWA ENTERED 19*2 
with a plan for expenditure ol 
S2n5 million. This has since been 
reduced to S250 million, partly by 
deferring some staff cost increases 
and deleting olhers. Expected 
income for the v ear is estimated at 
about SI *6. leaving a budgetary 
deficit ol some SM million. 

With' this estimated deficit. 
UNRWA has placed an equ- 
ivalent amount of budgeted work- 
on its not-ye t -approved list of ser- 
vices. At the top ol this list is the 
education system and it cannot be 
continued beyond May/June unl- 
ess the extra S2(l million is ple- 
dged. 

Also on the not -yet -approved 
list are routine maintenance ol 
buildings, school construction to 
.prevent triple shifting, rep- 
lacement of unsatisfactory school 
premises and sell-help projects to 
enable refugees to pave pathways 
and overcome unhealthy drainage 
problems in refugee camps. 

Other overdue work for which 
no funds are in sight includes the 
replacement of aging ambulances, 
school buses and trucks and 
the enlargement of overloaded 
health clinics. 

Service deteriorating 

UNRWA HAS always tried to 
keep its medical and educational 
programmes at least at the same 
level as those provided by host 
governments for their own cit- 
izens. But this is becoming harder 
to do because of budgetary pro- 
blems. 

The most immediate threat 
posed by UNRWA’s financial 
problem is to the education pro- 
gramme. To deprivc.33y.Oun boys 
and girls of schooling and throw- 
some 10. n00 teachers out of work 
would not only constitute a ter- 
rible human tragedy but could also 
create further instability in one of 
the most politically sensitive pans 
of the world. 

No regular income 

UNRWA WAS created by the 
United Nations General Ass- 
embly in 1950 to provide services 

to registered Palestine refugees. 
Because it was (and still is! a tem- 
porary organisation, no arr- 
angements were made for 
UNRWA to receive a regular inc- 
ome. It was (and still is) expected 
to manage on voluntary con- 
tributions. 

Thirty-two-vears later 
UN RWA finds itself with regional 
education, health and welfare sys- 
tems which represent long-term 
commitments, without knowing 
whether it will have the funds nec- 
essary to honour them. The Gen- 
eral Assembly is currently dis- 
cussing the problem and its dec- 
isions are awaited on UNRWA's 
immediate financial crisis and its 
future funding. ,

Ghasib dies 
at 77 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Mr. Bishara 
Ghasib died in Amman on Tue- 
sday, at the age of 77. 

Mr. Ghasib was born in Salt 
in 1905, and graduated with a 
bachelor or law degree from the 
Law Institute in Jerusalem in 
1942. He held several min- 
isterial portfolios in Jordan inc- 
luding the transport, finance 
and public works portfolios. He 
i also served as a member of the 
Upper House of Parliament and 
Lower House of Parliament, 
and as president of the CivQ 
Service Commission. 

The late Mr. Ghasib started 
his career at the Ministry of 
Justice, where he spent some 24 
years at various judicial posts, 
including 16 years as a judge at 
various courts. He also served 
as director of the Income Tax 
Department. 

Badran sees 
West Bankers 
on farmers’ 
problems 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Prime Min- 
ister Mudar Badran received at his 
office on Monday a delegation 
representing farmers in the occ- 
upied West Bank, A1 Ra’i new- 
spaper reported on Tuesday. 

The members of the delegation 
briefed Mr. Badrart on the pro- 
blem of exporting tomatoes from 
the West Bank to the East Bank. 
After listening to the delegation's 
point of view. Mr. Badran stressed 
the government's concern for the 
interests of the Arabs living in the 
occupied territories. Jordan is 
keen to support their ste- 
adfastness and protect the farmers 
and their agricultural produce, the 
paper added. 

The West Bank delegation 
comprised Mr. Ma’zouz Al Masri. 
Mr. Wahid AJ Masri. Mr. Sul- 
eiman AJ Saleh and a number of 
fanners. 

Malhas sees 
Karak hospital, 
talks of 

decentralisation 


KARAK (Petra) — Health Min- 
ister Zuhair Malhas visited on 
Tuesday the Karak government 
hospital, where he met with health 
directors in the govemorate and 
hospital officials, and discussed 
with them ways of developing the 
hospitars services. 

Dr. Malhas said the liospital 
should submit proposals to raise 
the standard of its services by exp- 
ansion, specialization, par- 
ticipation in drawing up the hos- 
pital budget, cooperation with 
public and private bodies to speed 
the progress of work and sup- 
ervision of health training pro- 
grammes. 

He said the ministry is currently 
working on organising the records 
of government hospitals through 
holding courses for hospital acc- 
ountants. The courses are to train 
them on how to prepare budgets, 
so that each hospital could have its 
own budget. The ministry plans to 
form hospital councils and give the 
hospitals a certain degree of ind- 
ependence, to alleviate some of 
the burdens which the ministry is 
shouldering, he said. 

Dr. Malhas also visited the ass- 
istant nurses’ school at the hos- 
pital. He saw the progress of work 
there and was briefed on its needs. 
He also visited the x-ray section at 
the liospital. and the site which has 
been chosen for a new hospital, as 
well as two other proposed sites. 

The health minister said designs 
for the 200-bed hospital will be 
drawn up within this year. The 
hospital's preliminary cost est- 
imate is JD 5 million, he said. Dr. 
Malhas also visited the housing 
estate of the hospital's employees 
at Al Marj area.

What does oil do? 


THE ARAB oil-money surplus has invoked U.S.- 
European prejudice against the Arabs, and mutilated the 
Arabs" image and that of the Arab homeland. In fact this 
money surplus is not very large because the price of Arab 
exported oil is less than the Netherlands national product 
and a little more than that of Belgium. 

The Arab money surplus is a problem because it is an 
“accidental" result, a chancy movable asset and because it 
is not the outcome of any human efforts. It is a problem 
because it controls its owners and because it is deposited in 
an octopus-like market whose head is in Washington and 
whose tentacles are in Europe. It is also a problem because 
it is a mere figure in bank records. We sell the oil and then 
buy consumer goods and a role in the local political game 
with a bit of the price. But the major part of the money 
remains in bank records and telex tapes. 

At lot of Arabs tackle this subject rancourously; or they 
take it as an excuse for national dissidence. We deal with it 
amicably because it is our belief that money is the result of 
human endeavour, thought, culture and education. We 
believe that money is the means for creating a capable, 
strong and modem Arab World. 

We are not suggesting that this surplus should be cha- 
nnelled into the pockets of poorer Arabs because we bel- 
ieve that giving the Arab a plough, seeds and a scythe is far 
more beneficial than giving him a loaf of bread. The fact is 
that the status of poorer Arabs is very bad because the 
Arabs are not able to exploit even a tenth of a tenth of this 
monev surplus. 

What is needed is an Arab "Marshal Plan" to exploit 
money and efforts in a beneficial way. There is not a single 
productive project in the Arab World that yields less profit 
than that of U.S. bond issues payable in the year 2005.

The King has time and again warned against this situation which 
has now resulted in the popular rising of our kinfolk in the West 
Bank. This will neither be the first nor the last upheaval to be 
casued by Israeli terrorism which the Palestinian people confront 
firmly and steadfastly because they believe in their right to self- 
de terminal ion. 

It is needless to say that the actions of repression practised by 
I the Israelis in the occupied territories express their arrogant and 

I rancorous; intentions to subdue and displace our people. These 

I j actions prose that Israel does not care for peace in the least and 

that what concerns it is usurping Palestinian territories and getting 
rid of the Palestinian people. 

It is clear that thus wave of violent Israeli terrorism has taken 
place onh a few days after President Mitterrand's official visit to 
Israel. What is taking place in the occupied lands poses a question 
worthy of being considered by Paris: How should the Arabs view 
France which has stretched out the hand of friendship to Israel 
while our steadfast people in the occupied territories are facing 
the guns of the Israeli aggressor? Should Israel be rewarded with a 
French nuclear reactor, weapons and political support in Africa? 

This upheaval means that the Palestinian people will never stop 
their struggle to restore their lands and determine their future. 

Will Reagan retract again? 

AL DUSTOUR: Despite what is being said about U.S. envoy 
Philip Habib's success in containing the volatile situation in sou- 
thern Lebanon and in what he called the parties' desire to mai- 
ntain the cease-fire agreement, this docs nor exclude the pos- 
sibility of Israel attacking southern Lebanon any time the Tel 
Aviv authorities see that such an attack is suitable for achieving 
their political and military goals. 

Israel promised the U.S. envoy not to attack southern Lebanon 
unless it was provoked to do so- This means that it retained the 
prerogative of fixing the date of its aggression. Israel can always 
fabricate an excuse to attack Lebanon and the Palestinian res- 
istance. This is why President Reagan sent Menachem Begin a 
message calling on Israel to prove that it is serious in seeking the 
establishment of peace. This sentence angered Begin and drove 
him to threaten to sever contacts with Washington if the U.S. 
president did not retract the content of his message. 

The U.S. message to Begin is surprising because Israel’s agg- 
ression on Arab citizens, disavowal of Palestinian rights, con- 
fiscation of lands, annexation of Jerusalem and the Golan Heights 
and the establishment of settlements on Arab lands should have 
been more than enough to convince the U.S. administration that 
Israel does not want peace. The United States should carry out its 
duties as a superpower. It should work towards the achievement 
of just peace. But we doubt that the United States will bear its 
■ responsibilities as a superpower because experience has taught us 

that the U-S. administration always retracts any acceptable stand 
under Tel Aviv’s fury and bullying. 

Now. will Reagan retract his message or will this be the spark 
that will explode war in southern Lebanon? 
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SCIENCE & INDUSTRY 

Amman Chamber of Industry 


The Amman Chamber of 
Industry provides a variety 
of services to the local ind- 
ustrial businesses, which 
include information reg- 
arding the manufacturers 
and their products. It also 
assists its members in est- 
ablishing the necessary con- 
tacts to promote their sales. 
Unfortunately, the activities 
of the Chamber have been 
hampered due to the lack of 
adequate financial res- 
ources, which has resulted 
in the curtailment of many 
aspects of its work. 

The Chamber of Industry 
is one of the most important 
bodies of the private sector 
in Jordan. It represents the 
industrial concerns in the 
country and caters for their 
needs. The chamber acts as 
a liaison between the ind- 
ustrial establishments on the 
one hand, and the public 
sector and foreign parties on 
the other. It is run by a 
small, albeit efficient, num- 


ber of staff who are eager to 
expand their activities in 
order to encompass the 
whole spectrum of the ind- 
ustries' interests. The Cha- 
mber's staff, who are mainly 
administrative employees, 
should be complemented by 
technical personnel capable 
of handling the technical 
aspects of the work. If the 
budget does not permit the 
recruitment of such per- 
sonnel, then it is advisable to 
figure out an arangement in 
which competent con- 
sultation and advice can be 
provided to the industrieson 
an ad hoc basis. 

The Chamber issues a 
number of publications con- 
sisting of information boo- 
klets as well as reports on 
specific studies undertaken 
on certain facets of ind- 
ustrial development. This 
line of activity should be 
enhanced and more res- 
earch on related topics sho- 
uld be carried out. But the 


problem of the Chamber is 
quite understandable - inc- 
reasing tbe activities nec- 
essitates the availability of 
financial backing, yet the 
budget is tight. If sufficient 
funds were secured, the 
Chamber could perform 
studies on investment, lab- 
our, training, raw and int- 
ermediate materials, man- 
agement and productivity, 
factory layout and equ- 
ipment, administrative and 
technical control, mar- 
keting, regulatory mea- 
sures. and collaboration 
with other Arab countries 
on issues of mutual benefit. 

One of the ideas the Cha- 
mber is currently trying to 
encourage is that of the uti- 
lisation of public savings in 
industrial investment. The 
augmentation of this type of 
investment can be adm- 
inistered either by direct 
contribution of the public in 
industrial ventures, or th- 
ough the savings accounts in

the banks and other fin- 
ancial organisations. It is 
worth mentioning here that 
in 1981 the Industrial Dev- 
elopment Bank offered loans 
amounting to JD569 tho- 
usand for professional bus- 
inessmen, and financed two 
big projects through bank 
consortia formed of banks, 
financial organisations, and 
insurance firms. The pro- 
vision of loans by local bank 
consortia is considered to be 
an encouraging omen in the 
financial and economic str- 
ucture in tbe country. 

Jordan is on the verge of 
entering a new phase of ind- 
ustrial development. The 
Chamber of Industry has an 
essential role to play in dea- 
ling with tire myriad issues 
connected with this dev- 
elopment. Every support 
should be fowarded to the 
Chamber in order to enable 
it to diversify its functions 
and render science- based 
services to tbe industrial 
community. 



China hacks down bureaucracy

China has embarked on a mas- 
sive programme to sweep away 
tens of thousands of gov- 
ernment and party officials in a 
land where the bureaucrats 
have been digging in for 2,000 
years. 

China has begun a purge which 
may sweep away tens of thousands 
of officials in the government and 
party and even tackle the sensitive 
task of retiring elderly or pol- 
itically oui-of-step officers from 
the armed forces. This is likely to 
be the biggest cleanout of the bur- 
eaucracy since the Cultural Rev- 
olution. 

Although vice-premier Bo Yibo 
denied last month that it was a 
purge in the Western sense, since 
it was focused on administrative 
problems, it is clear that the pur- 
pose also includes weeeding out 
the politically undesirable. 
“Vice-Chairman Deng Xiaoping 
has described it as another rev- 
olution,” he said. 

This reform will not only be dir- 
ected at left-wingers remaining 
from the days of the Gang of Four. 

A local paper in north-east 
China said early this month that 
former left-wingers had become 
liberals and that under the new 


open-door policy towards the 
West, liberalism had become a 
greater threat. 

Retirements, dismissals and cri- 
ticisms have already begun. In the 
third ministry of machine budding 
(which takes charge of aviation), 
269 officials have resigned, fol- 
lowing the resignation of seven 
vice-ministers last month. 

In Hubei province in Central 
China the provincial party com- 
mittee has demoted more than a 
third of the officials directly under 
its jurisdiction to work in factories 
as a means of “handling violations 
of financial discipline.” 

In the army, Yang Yong. the 
deputy chief of staff, has criticised 
a number of party officers by 
name (a severe disgrace in China) 
for "unhealthy tendencies.” 

The usually reliable Hong Kong 
Communist Press has reported 
that in Peking alone the gov- 
ernment bureaucracy will be pru- 
ned by a third and the number of 
vice-premiers, currently 13. to 
two or three. 

The proliferating commissions, 
set up in recent years to supervise 
tbe ministries, may be abolished 
and hundreds of vice-ministers 
lose their jobs. 

This- campaign is at least par- 
tially the brainchild of Deng Xia- 
oping, who since 1978 has insisted 
on the need to clean up the bur- 
eaucracy. 

According to Premier Zhao 


Ziyang, the purge is already pro- 
eding smoothly. He told Y.K. 
. chairman of the International 
Nation of Independent Tan- 
vners, recently: “The key 
-.win is how to raise work eff- 
iciency. So we've got to simplify 
our government structure. Ori- 
ginally we estimated this would be 
veiy difficult but it now appears 
the work is going much mo re smo- 
othly than expected.” 

The onset of the campaign was 
signalled last November by a vol- 
ley of quotations from Deng att- 
acking inefficiency and cor- 
ruption. published in the party 
journal Red Flag. 

Unofficial predictions in Peking 
are that Zhao Ziyang will handle 
the streamlining of the gov- 
ernment. while Hu Yaobang, the 
party chairman, will deal with the 
party, and Deng — who is the cha- 
irman of the Party's Military 
Commission and thus the highest 
army authority — will take on the 
military. 

The First target is inefficiency 
and overstaffing, which are end- 
emic in all walks of life in China. 
The government bureaucracy has 
been shuffling paper for 2,000 
years and the coming of the com- 
munists in 1949 made no more 
than an initial dent. 

The miliiaty is a more effective 
body, but ihe antiquity of its sen- 
ior officers and the reluctance of 
some to abandon Maoist concepts 


put it in the firing line of Deng’s 
reform. 

Deng has been gunning for both 
the civilian and military branches 
of the party since early 1980. 
“Quite a number of the 38 million 
party members are not up to the 
mark," he said then. 

The vices of the civilian party 
are bad — arrogance, irr- 
esponsibility and corruption, he 
noted — but those of the army 
worse. At the People’s Liberation 
Army political work conference in 
June 1978, Deng said: "Lin Biao 
and the Gang of Four have ser- 
iously destroyed the army's work 
style, and their pernicious inf- 
luence has taken deep root." 

The success or failure of the 
campaign will depend on whether 
Deng and his supporters can clean 
up the bureaucracy without tri- 
ggering bitter feuds. While the 
enormous scope of the campaign 
makes this on the face of it unl- 
ikely, at least the elederly can be 
shuffled off painlessly. 

This will be the easy party. Far 
more menacing will be the threat 
presented by thousands of out- 
raged sen for and mid-level off- 
icials facing dismissal or demotion 
back to blue collar jobs — esp- 
ecially if, as good Maoists, they 
share a view of Deng and his like 
as dangerous liberals.

The Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) consists of Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain, Kuwait, Qatar. Oman 
and the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE). It was formally est- 
ablished at Abu Dhabi oa May 26, 
1981 when the statutes were ini- 
tialled by tbe six heads of state. 

Between them, the GCC mem- 
ber states have a population of 
some 11 mfllion and control over 
70 per cent of the Middle East’s 
known oil reserves. Their com- 
bined ofi revenues are running at 
around $450 million a day. The six 
states have similar political sys- 
tems, a common language, rel- 
igion and culture based on a sha- 
red history, and each is at much 
the same stage of economic and 
social development. 

To avoid unnecessary offence to 
Iran, the organisation has the for- 
mal title of "Tbe Cooperation 
Council for the Arab States of the 
Gulf. The other Gulf state, Iraq, 
has not been included, partly bec- 
ause of tbe war with Iran but also 
because of her different political 
system. 

The institutions of the GCC are 


A Supreme Council, comprising 
heads of state and required to 
meet twice a year; 


A Council of Ministers (Foreign 
Ministers) to meet four times a 
year; and 


A Secretariat at Riyadh, under a 
Secretary-General (currently 
Abdullah Bishara, Kuwait's for- 
mer Ambassador to the U.N.). 


Five ministerial committees 
have been set up to deal with: eco- 
nomic and social planning; , fin- 
ancial, economic and trade policy; 
industrial policy; oil co-ordination 
(pricing and production); and soc- 
ial and cultural services-. Any dis- 
putes. w3I.be resolved by a. body 
attached to the Supreme Council. 


Background and 
objectives 


The GCC brings together wit- 
hin a formal framework tbe pro- 
cess of cooperation that has been 
developing between tbe six states 
over the past decade, bilaterally 
and multilaterally. Ministerial 
meetings and joint councils have 
been held fairly regularly to exc- 
hange information and co- 
ordinate planning on various pol- 
itical. social and economic issues. 
The GCC will further this process, 
with the long-term objective of 
economic and social integration. 

The main themes in the com- 
munique issued by the first Sup- 
reme Council meeting (Abu 
Dhabi, May 1981) were: 


That tbe GCC was not an alliance 
aimed at any other state in the reg- 
ion, and that its establishment was 
an important step towards the 
wider unity of Arab states; and 


That closer cooperation amongst 
tbe Gulf states was a major con-; 
t rib ut ion to regional security and 
would reduce tbe risk of outside 
interference. 


Commenting on the meeting, 
Qatar* s Information minister said: 
“Cooperation between the Gulf 
states began immediately after 
independence;... with the GCC we 
shall be able to go at a higher thr- 
ottle." 

The traditional rulers of the 
Gulf states have been increasingly 
concerned lest the Gulf become a 
focus of super-power conflct ari- 
sing from recent events in Afg- 
hanistan and Iran. The Abu Dhabi . 
Summit affirmed the six states' 
“absolute rejection of any foreign 
interference in the region from 
whatever sources." On external 
issues, the aim is to pursue non- 
aligned policies and to maintain 
traditional links with the West 
without antagonising the USSR. 
OD policies will undoubtedly be 
co-ordinated more closely in fut- 
ure. The exchange of information . 
between member states on such 
matters as internal security should 
also help to strengthen regional 
stability. Events in Iran are said to 
have fostered revolutionary ideals 
among some of the Shfite come 
reunifies in the Gulf states. The 
GCC and the Gulf states ind- 
ividually were quick \p support 
Bahrain following tbe disclosure 
in December 1981 of a plot to 
overthrow the present regime and 
establish an Islamic Republic. 
Each of the six states has, mor- 
eover. a high proportion of imp-, 
orted labour (mainly from the 
poorer Arab countries and from 
Asia), a factor which-increases the 
risks of social unrest at a time of 
rapid social change. 


Defence considerations were 
not of primary importance in the 
decision to set up the GCC. How- 
ever. the' Gulf states have long 
recognised tbeir vulnerability to 
any major attack. Tbeir combined 
military forces amount to only half 
the si® of those of Iran or Iraq, 
and their effectiveness could und- 
oubtedly be enhanced by closer 
co-ordination. In recent years 
them have been several worrying 
developments in the region. These 
include the Soviet military build- 
up in South Yemen and Ethiopia, 


the Iranian Revolution (which 


effectively terminated Iran's for- 
mer role as the policeman of the 
Gulf), the Soviet invasion of Afg- 
hanistan (December 1979), .and 
repercussions of the Iran- Iraq wax 
such as the bombing of Kuwaiti oil 
installations. Strang statements by 
both the United States and the 
USSR on matters affecting the 
security of the Golf, and the con- 
clusion in August of a tripartite 
treaty, between Libya, Ethiopia 
and South Yemen, have further 
fuelled local anxieties. And so the 
second meeting of the GCC Sup- 
reme Council, held ar Riyadh on 
Nov. 10/11. 1981. decided that 
defence' ministers should meet in 
January 1982 to discuss military 
cooperation. 


Overseas reactions 


The establishment of the GCC 
has been welcomed by the Arab 
League and by the Islamic Con- 
ference Organisation. The Gulf 
states’ wish to preserve the status 
quo in the region and to avoid pre- 
ssures for formal alignment with 
either East or West is widely res- 
pected. Many world leaders have 
welcomed the decision to str- ( 
engthen regional cooperation. ' 
The USSR, supported by its Ara- 
bian .client state. Sooth Yemen, 
immediately criticised the for- 
matjoq the GCC as an “imp- 
erialist manoeuvre" aimed at spl- 
itting the Arab World.Soviet 
commentators tried to show a link 
with the American proposal (for- 
mulated in the aftermath of the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan) 
for a rapid deployment force. 
However, with the GCC gaining 
respectability in Arab circles, this 
Soviet criticism faded. 

Iran initially confined her res-; 
ponse to a warning that she would . 
take direct action against any org-. . 
anisatfon which threatened her 
security. Of late, Iranian bro-.’ 
adcasts have adopted a more ho*- ■ 
tile line, describing the GCC as an 
“unfriendly alliance". Iraq exp- 
ressed the hope that the union 
would not lead to the “formation 
of groups and gatherings” but 
would help strengthen the Arab 
Nation as a whole. 


Riyadh Summit 


The Supreme Council's second 
meeting, in Riyadh, which ended 
on Noy. 14. 1981 , was largely con- 
cerned to secure a unified app- 
roach to the Arab League Summit 
at Fez (Morocco). The com- 
munique reflected the traditional 
caution of the sis Gulf states, with 
standard references to Palestinian 
rights and a call for an end to 
inter-Arab differences. It req- 
uested Saudi Arabia to present 
her eight-point Middle East peace 
plan to the Arab summit in Mor- 
occo. but the Council stopped 
short of formally endorsing the 
plan itself. The communique rei- 
terated that “the security and sta- 
bility of the Gulf are the res- 
ponsibility of the Gulf states the-. 
mselves*’,and-stn:ssedoftheneed . 
to keep international rivalries out 
of the region. An economic agr- 
eement was signed and is mtended- 
to provide, amongst other things,- 
for free trade and the integration., 
of industrial projects, transport 
and communications, and fin-'' 
ancial and banking regulations.

World share prices tumble 


LONDON (R) — Share prices 
eased in world markets Tuesday in 
response to Monday night's sharp 
fall on wall street when the Dow 
Jones industrial average dropped 
below the 800 mark to its lowest 
level in almost two years. 

The effects of heavy end- 
of- session selling on Wall Street 
were felt first in the Far East. The 
Sydney stock exchange All Ord- 
inaries index closed 5.9 points 
down at 463.6, while in Tokyo the 
stock exchange shed 2.91 to 
538.94. 

Dealers in Tokyo said fears of a 
worsening economy in the United 
States worried Japanese investors. 
One analyst said the Tokyo mar- 
ket could not resist the fail of Jap- 
anese stocks such as Sony, which 
are listed on Wall Street. 

The Dow Jones index slipped 
under the 800 mark about 20 
minutes before close of trading 


Monday, finishing at 795.47, 
down 11.89 from Friday and its 
kwest level since April 1980. 

The fall in the Dow average al so 
created a gloomy mood on Eur- 
opean stock markets. Leading 
share prices drifted lower in Fra- 
nkfurt and Amsterdam, dealers 
said. 

In London the stock market 
opened lower ahead of Tuesday's 
British budget. Dealers said the 
maker was cautious after the fall 
on Wall Street. By midday, the 
Financial Tiroes index of leading 
industrial shares was down 8.3 at 
555.8. 

Monday’s fall in New York 
came despite cuts in the prime 
commercial lending rate earlier in 
the day by several major banks. 

One Wall Street analyst said 
that although the market rallied 
after the prime rate cut from 16.5 
to 16 per cent, “the reality of the 


poor economic outlook quickly 
reasserted itself." 

Gold price 

The price of gold steadied Tue- 
sday following Monday's sharp 
plunge, which took it to new a 
two -and- half-year low and dra- 
gged down the prices of several 
other leading commodities. 

The gold price was fixed at 
S325.5 an ounce by bullion dea- 
lers in London Tuesday, down sli- 
ghtly from the opening 325.7 and 
below Monday night's closed of 
j326.S. 

■ | The price of gold has fallen by 
almost S35. or nearly 10 percent, 
in the last week. 

Gold traded at $324.5 an ounce 
in Zurich Tuesday and dealer's 
said most of the selling was spe- 
culative. rather than liquidation 
by central banks and other inv- 
estors. 

Dealers said metal prices ste- 


adied in London Tuesday as a 
weaker pound offset the con- 
tinuing slippage in the price of 
gold. Sugar prices continued to fall 
in a quiet market while coffee 
maintained a strong upward trend. 

Dealers said the dollar was gen- 
erally higher against other cur- 
rencies in London Tuesday, and 
trading in sterling was nervous 
ahead of the British budget. 

The dollar was trading at 
2.3595 marks, well up on Mon- 
day's 2.3415 marks. 

Sterling finished the morning at 
SI. 8085, unchanged .from the 
opening but down from Monday's 
1.8252. It traded at 4.266 marks, 
down only slightly from Monday's 
4.27 marks. 

Dealers said an expected cut in 
British interest rates by up to one 
per cent from their 13Va per cent 
levels later this week was also hel- 
ping to push sterling down. 


Search for oil in the Far East

SINGAPORE - The Asia-Pacific region is expected to see an 
upsurge in the exploration and development of oil and other 
energy resources in the 1980s. 


This was the general view of 
delegates representing 700 com- 
panies from 1 9 countries at an int- 
ernational energy conference in 
Singapore this month. 

Exploration has found oil, gas, 
coal and geothermal energy res- 
ources . and capital expenditure is 
expected to more than double in 
the next 10 years, the conference 
was told. 

The optimistic outlook of the 
exploration industry is based on 
the assumption that the price of oil 
will be maintained at its current

levels through 1985 despite com- 
petetion among Organisation of 
Petroleum Exploiting Countries 
(OPEC). 

John Emerson, vice-president 
and senior energy economist of 
Chase Manhattan bank, estimated 
the total capital expenditure by 
non-communist countries would 
increase from. $88 billion in 1980 
to $190 billion in 1990, based on 
the 1980 purchasing power of the 
dollar. 

The Asia-Pacific region is exp- 
ected .to share nearly half of this 
expenditure. 

Even countries such as North 
Korea. Burma and Bangladesh, 
which once shied away from for- 
eign involvement in the dev- 
elopment of their energy res- 
ources, have had a change of 
heart. 

China has also entered the int- 
ernational oil scene although most*, 
of hs vast potential oil resources 
remain unexplored. ■ 

Mr. Emerson said China's \rni-. 
apped oil resources could possibly 
equal those of Saudi Arabia, the 
largest ofl exporter in the world. 
China's oil reserves are estimated 
at about 39 billion barrels on 
shore and a similar amount off- 
shore. he added. 

Another significant factor for 


the upswing in exploration act- 
ivities, according to eDeigy exp- 
erts at the conference, is the app- 
arent willingness of prospecting 
companies to take greater risks by 
moving into less well known areas. 

While the international energy 
scene had been largely controlled 
by major oil companies in the past 
decades, a host of exploration 
firms have emerged throughout 
the region in the last few years. 

“It is a healthy trend which cre- 
ates competition and promotes 
rapid exploration of areas that 
might otherwise languish for lack 
of exploration investment.” said 
U.S. energy expert G.L. Fletcher. 

Delegates at the conference 
said that a surprise entry into the 
ranks of explorers was North 
Korea, although it had yet to open 
its doors fully to the Western 
world. 

Ina-Naftaplin, the Yugoslav 
national company, recently com- 
pleted a seismic survery in Korea 
bay arfti a well might be drilled 
there this year, they said. 

Burma also appeared to be sof- 
tening its approach to foreign exp- 
loration companies, releasing cer- 
tain areas formerly reserved for its 
national oil company, Myanma, 
they said. 

The Japanese company Japex is 
active along the Burmese west 
coast in the Arakan Islands. Mya- 
nma has also bought a number of 
new American drilling rigs, inc- 
reasing its own capacity to explore 
onshore areas. 

India has offered onshore areas 
to foreign companies, and final 


awards are expected this year. 
West German, Mexican and Ame- 
rican companies will be among 
others bidding for rhe awards, del- 
egates said. 

Bangladesh is opening up to 
onshore exploration and dev- 
elopment. Japex has finalised an 
agreement for drilling operations 
at bakhrabad gas field while Shell 
has secured an exploration licence 
in the Chittagong hills. Both were 
previously off-limits to foreign 
companies, the delegates added. 

In Southeast Asia, Indonesia, 
Malaysia and Brunei are expected 
to continue to be the focal points 
for exploration and development 
investments in the coming years. 

The delegates said the gulf of 
Thailand and the Indochina reg- 
ion could see an increase in the 
search for energy resources thr- 
ough the 1980s. 

Exploration activity in Taiwan, 
South Korea and Japan would 
continue at present levels and new 
discoveries in the coming years 
could not be ruled out. the energy 
experts said. 

Australia also has announced 
that it will spend $2.3 billion in oil 
exploration this year, an increase 
of 80 per cent over the previous 
year. : 

While the search for oil con- 
tinues. countries in the region are 
directing their efforts sim- 
ultaneously towards developing 
other energy resources, like nat- 
ural gas and geothermal power. 
Indonesia has the biggest natural 
gas facility in the area at its Arun 
field in north Sumatra. 


Howe 

presents 

6 budget 

for jobs’ 

LONDON (R) — Britain's finance 
minister. Sir Geoffrey Howe, Tue- 
sday announced an annual budget 
aimed at helping industry and said 
he would propose substantial tax 
cuts and lower government bor- 
rowing. 

“This will be a budget for ind- 
ustry and so a budget Tor jobs, ” Sir 
Geoffrey, Chancellor of the Exc- 
hequer, declared in the House of 
Commons. 

He predicted that inflation, now 
running at an annual rate of 12 per 
cent, would be down into single 
figures this year and lower still in 
1983. 

Industrial output would grow by 
1-5 per cent in the year ahead, he 
said. 

Sir Geoffrey said the gov- 
ernment expected to borrow £9.5 
billion ($17 billion) next year, a 
reduction in relative terms to 3.5 
per cent of the gross domestic pro- 
duct. 

He said his budget aim was to 
nurture and to help sustain rec- 
overy from the recession but rea- 
ffirmed his determination to mai- 
ntain a strict monetary policy to 
reduce inflation. 


Oil prices will fall further 
unless OPEC cuts output 


‘NEW YORK (A>.) — Oil prices 
will continue to fall unless OPEC 
countries, already painfully short 
of cash because of the world rec- 
ession, can agree next week on a 
further oil production cutback of 
15 per cent, analysts say. 

Saudi Arabia said it cut pro- 
duction by 1 million barrels a day 
on March 1. And OPECs pre- 
sident. Sheikh Mana Saecd Oteiba 
of the United Arab Emirates said 
last weekend the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
would "defend... against all pre- 
ssure attempts aimed at reducing 
the organisation's official prices.” 

“I don't think they're going far 
enough to make a big difference 
for now." said James Bock, an int- 
ernational economist at Standard 
Oil Co. (Indiana). 

Analysts see little chance that 
prices will stabilise in coming 
weeks unless Saudi Arabia wins 
agreement of other members at 
their March 19 meeting to cut 
their production as well. That is 
because demand for oil remains 
weak because of recession in the 
industrialised west. 

Without more widespread 
OPEC production cuts, the Saudi 
action will be diluted by other 
members seeking to sell more oil 
to increase their export incomes. 

“It's going to take something 
pretty dramatic to reverse the sit- 


uation." said Stephen A. Smith, 
director of energy services at Data 
Resources Inc., an economic res- 
earch firm. He estimates excess oil 
supplies on world markets at hUU 
million barrels, far above normal 
levels. 

Mr. Smith beliexes the Saudis 
will "pull out all Skips” to defend 
the current benchmark price. He 
said several OPEC members to 
join Saudi Arabia in cutting pro- 
duction by a total of at least 3 mil- 
lion barrels a day from the group's 
current estimated output of 20 
million— a 15 per cent cutback. 


The chances of an OPEC agr- 
eement to collectively reduce out- 
put would appear slim, however, 
bases on past performances and 
the current financial pinch in Nig- 
eria. Iran and some other OPEC 
members. 

Pressure on OPEC to either 
reduce the amount of its oil ava- 
ilable on world markets or cut its 
prices has - grown in recent days as 
Mexico. Great Britain and other 
non-OPEC nations have reduced 
their prices to undercut OPECs 
benchmark price of $34 a barrel. 


Sharp fall in gold price 
hits South African rand 


JOH ANNESB URG { R I — South 
Africa's rand became cheaper 
than the dollar Tuesday for the 
first time in its history, largely due 
to the recent collapse of the world 
gold price. 

The currency of the world* s big- 
gest gold producer fell by about 
two cents from Monday to just 
over 99 cents, compared with a 
record high of $1.35 in January 
last year. 

It means that oil and imported 
manufactured goods will cost the 
country more, adding to . inf- 
lationary pressures in an economy 
squeezed by the fall ofgold. easily 
South Africa's most important 
export and worth $10 billion in 
sales in 1980. 

The gold price has sunk to aro- 
und $325 an ounce, a drop of 
more than 60 per cent from its 
record of $875 two years ago. 
under the influence of high int- 
erest rates, lower oil prices and 


world recession. 

Because of lower earnings from 
gold sales and taxes on mines, the 
government is struggling to make 
ends meet and a tough budget 
seems certain on March 24. 

Government revenue from gold 
taxes will probably fall to 1 .5 bil- 
lion rand (SI. 45 billion) in the 
1982-83 financial year from a rec- 
ord 3.6 billion (S3.5 billion) in 
1980-81 . economists said. 

Finance Minister Owen Hor- 
wood raised sales tax from four to 
five per cent and imposed a I I'l per 
cent. import surcharge in a mini- 
budget on February 11 . but more 
steps to increase government inc- 
ome would now be needed, eco- 
nomists said. 

The drop in the gold price and 
fall in the value of "the rand have 
been accompanied by a slump in 
the stock market which has wiped 
around 10 per cent off shares in 
the past week.

Spain’s coach claims : 4 We are capable of 
anything, even winning the World Cup’ 


MADRID (A.P.) — Spain' s his- 
tory in the World Cup has not 
been brilliant, but after a good 
year in international play, it is one 
of the favourites to make the finals 
of the 1982 World Soccer Cup on 
its home soil this summer. 

‘‘If by June we have a young, 
physically fit and technically well 
prepared team —and we are wor- 
king hard on this— we are capable 
of anything, even winning the 
cup," said coach Jose Emilio San- 
tamaria said. 

Spain has played in previous 
World Cups. Its best showings 
were in 1934 in Italy, where it was 
eliminated by Italy in the qua- 
rterfinals. and in 1950 in Brazil, 
where it finished fourth, behind 
Uruguay, Brazil and Sweden. 

In the - three other cha- 
mpionships. in Chile ( i 962). Eng- 
land (1966) and Argentina 
(1978), Spain was eliminated in 
the first phase. 

Santamaria became national 
manager in 1980. A Uruguayan- 
bom. Spanish-nationalised cit- 
izen. Santamaria. at 53. has a great 
record as a player himself. He won 
46 caps (games played with the 
national All-Star team) with his 
native country and 16 with Spain. 
He was a Real Madrid player for 
nine years— in the club's great days 
when it won the European Cup of 
Champions five times in a row 
from 1956 to 1960. 

“We have the players and we. 
have the quality to win the world 
competition,'' Santamaria said. 

He says the Spanish will have 
something in their favour that the 
23 other participating teams will 
not have— the advantage of pla- 
ying at home. 

“We need the support of our 


people." Santamaria said. “We 
want them to show it as strongly as 
they can." 

Pablo Porta, president of the 
Spanish Soccer Federation, said 
Spanish fans should be “a wave ot 
fury." 

“Fury" is (he name siren to the 
mascot adopted by the Spanish 
team— a fighting bull dressed as a 

player. Fury figures in San- 

tamaria's preparation. 

“We want the Spanish team to 
be aggressive." Santamaria said. 
“Thar today is as fundamental to 
success in soccer as basic tec- 
hnique." 

He predicted the Spanish team 
can win through the first phase, 
"provided we play soccer as if it 
were for the first time." The sec- 
ond phase will be "serious, but not 
too difficult." he added. 

If Spain reaches the semifinal it 
would possibly have to face West 
Germany. 

"The German team is very 
strong, very compact, bur 1 have 
seen the Germans play and we can 
beat them." Santamaria said. 

The final? "Well, it would be a 
difficult match because of the res- 
ponsibility." he said. 

Spain's first matches will be pla- 
yed in Valencia against Honduras. 
Yugoslavia and Northern Ireland. 

Honduras will be Spain's first 
opponent June lo. The home 
team meets Y ugoslavia June 20 
and Northern Ireland June 25. 

These matches will be played at 
Valencia's Luis Casanova Sta- 
dium. which seats about 50.000. 

“Logically we should advance 
into the next phase, along with 
Yugoslavia. " Santamaria said. 

But he added the game against 
Yugoslavia is crucial. 


IAAF President determined to 
add indoor meets to major events 


MILAN, Italy (R) — Primo Neb- 
iolo, dynamic head of the Int- 
ernational Amateur Athletic Fed- 
eration (IAAF). is determined to 
add a world indoor championship 
to the sport's list of major events. 

And he will take a major step 
towards that dream when the Uni- 
ted States team arrives here for 
Wednesday night's dash against 
some of the best athletes in Eur- 
ope. 

Nebfolo, the Federation's Ita- 
lian President, is bound to use the 
visit as an opportunity to persuade 
the Americans that an inaugural 
world contest is a viable pro- 
position which could be wedged 
into an already packed int- 
ernational programme after the 
1984 Olympics. 

“We have many difficulties to 
overcome, but I envisage a world 
indoor meeting in three years' 
time." he said. 

The Americans, who seem to 
achieve a world indoor best per- 
formance almost every weekend 
of their seasons, are expected to 
add brilliant hurdler Renaldo 
Nehemiah and speed King Mel 
Laitany to their lineup on Wed- 
nesday. 


AU the title winners in the Eur- 
opean indoor championships at 
the weekend have been invited to 
tackle the Americans, but it is not 
yet- known who has taken up the 
challenge. 

The two-day event will pro- 
bably be remembered for an uns- 
avoury incident rather than the 
clWperformances of several ath- 
letes. 

Saturday's women’s 3.000 met- 
res was marred when Italian Agn- 
ese Possamai and Romanian Mar- 
icica Puica almost came to blows 
as they disputed the gold medal. 

The pair pushed and shoved 
each other in a bruising last-lap 
exchange, but officials rather sur- 
prisingly took no disciplinary act- 
ion. 

The standard of competition 
lived up to expectations in several 
of the 22 events, although only 
one world indoor best per- 
formance was improved. 

Prague secretary JarmQa Kra- 
tochvilova achieved that dis- 
tinction when she reduced her 
year-old 400 metres mark five 
hundredths of a second to 49.59 as 
she retained her title.

Nigeria prepares to settle 
an old score with Algeria 


TRIPOLI (R) — Nigeria, the def- 
ending champions, have a score to 
settle with Algeria when they 
meet in a preliminary group two 
match in the African Nations Soc- 
cer Cup in Benghazi Wednesday.

makes news and faces problems too 


Rupert CornweU looks at how the Italian ear com- 
pany is facing np to the problems that have kept kin 
deficit since 1973. 


ROME — “Our trouble is our 
name,' 1 says Sig. Corrado Irm- 
ocenti, managing director of Alfa 
Romeo. “It always makes news." 
And the news lately from the 
company, whose name more than 
any other, perhaps, symbolises for 
the world the Italian way with 
motor cars, has been bad. 

In recent months lay-ofls, pro- 
duction cuts and losses have pro- 
duced a rash of headlines pro- 
claiming that Alfa’s last chance 
was at hand, and indeed que- 
stioning its very prospects of sur- 
vival as an independent concern. 
Ail has been thrown into starker 
relief by the unmistakable rec- 
overy taking shape at Fiat, the 
biggest Italian car manufacturer, 
which less than two years ago itself 
was peering into the abyss. 

Nor are Alfa’s difficulties a 
novelty. The state-controlled 
group, a subsidiary of IRI, the 
public sector conglomerate, has 
been making losses since 1973. 

In the generally favourable year 
of 1 980, its northern operations at 
Arose, near Milan, where the 
more powerful Alfetta and Ghi- 
lietta models are produced, ret- 
urned to the black. But that tiny 
profit of LI billioD ($790,000) 
was swamped by a L76 billion def- . 
itit at Alfasud, and the problem- 
plagued plant at Pomigliano cFA- 
cro, near Naples. 

Last year’s figures have not 
been finalised. But the down-turn 
in international car markets, esp- 


ecially outside Italy, meant that 
production dropped by about 5 
per cent from 1980’s 220,000 
units. Sales declined by 5 per cent 
by volume, although in money 
terms they climbed by about 6 per 
cent to the equivalent of $ 1 .6 bil- 
lion. Results, says Sig. Innocent!, 
will be “slightly worse” than in 
1980. 

Broadly Alfa’s troubles have 
been threefold: one international, 
one national, and one very much 
its own . Throughout the world, car 
companies have been having a 
hard time, and to a large extent 
Alfa’s fortunes are tied up to a 
mirage-like upturn in global dem- 
and. 

Even the Italian market, the 
only one in Western Europe to 
grow last year, is likely to be wea- 
ker in 1982, and Sig. Innocenti 
sees little chance of a real recovery 
before 1983. 

Matters have been made worse 
by the price problems suffered by 
Italian motor companies, as the 
lira’s membership of the Eur- 
opean Monetary System(EMS) 
has prevented higher inflation and 
costs from being offset by a dep- 
redation of the exchange rate.

7 per cent to 6.5 percent in 1981, 
those of its direct rivals, BMW. 
Audi and Mercedes, grew among 
them by about the same amount. 

For similar reasons export sales 
have been “a disaster,” in Sig.

Fiat’s own cure began in aut- 
umn 1 980, when it won a battle to 
lay off 23.000 workers, many of 
whom will never return to its car 
plants. Now Alfa has adopted, in 
relative terras, even more dra- 
conian measures. It aims to lay off 

14.000 workers, a third of its total 
workforce, for the entire year. 
Production is unlikely to exceed 

200.000 units, against capacity of 
280,000. 

What happens thereafter is not 
clear. “After 1982. we’U see. 
We’ll look at the likely market, 
and then decide how many people 
we need.” In the meantime, Alfa 
has successfully applied to be dec- 
lared in a “state of crisis” by the 
government. The term is less dra- 
matic than it sounds, and basically 
entitles it to even more state aid to 
pay laid-off workers. 

That, however, is only a first 
step. Another means of improving 
both productivity and quality will 
be the system of “work groups" 
shortly to be introduced at Alfa’s 
plants. Instead of the old- 
fashioned assembly line, groups of 
10 to 15 workers will int- 
erchangeably carry out a similar 
number of functions. The result 
should be more varied and int- 
eresting work for the workers and 
a chance to develop greater skills. 

The other keys to its future are 
the co-operation agreements with 
Nissan of Japan and Fiat. On its 
own, Alfa is planning to invest 
LI ,700 billion in the next five 
years, with some help probably 


from the special fund for tec- 
hnological innovation just app- 
roved by the Italian Parliament. 
That alone, however, will not be 
enough. 

Near Avellino in southern Italy,- 
the plant of Aina, the jointly 
owned company of Alfa and Nis- 
san, is under construction. The 
first cars will emerge from its pro- 
duction lines in the second half of 
1983. By 1985 output will be run- 
ning at the target of 60,000 units a 
year, lifting Alfa's overall capacity 
to 300,000 units or more. 

Long before that however, by 
the spring of this year, Sig. Inn- 
ocent] hopes to have signed a tec- 
hnical agreement with Fiat, for the 
joint purchase and/or production 
of certain large components, inc- 
luding gear-box,, transmission, 
and suspension equipment. The 
importance of the deal is as sym- 
bolic as it is practical. 

Above all the deal epitomises 
the awareness of the two groups 
that times are too serious to con- 
tinue the pointless, costly unw- 
illingness to collaborate. No one 
fought the Alfa-Nissan link more 
bitterly than Fiat: but economies 
of scale are essential for the Italian 
motor industry as for any other, 
and joint ventures in the com- 
ponents field are the most obvious 
answer. 

The fruits could have a major 
bearing on the improvements to 
Alfa's model range planned over 
the next four years. In that period, 
apart from the new Alfa-Nissan 
small and medium-engined cars, 
the company plans to introduce a 
new range of Alfettas and Alf- 
asuds, and give a big facelift to the 
wedgeshaped Giulietta model. 

But Sig. Innocenti — as well as 
Rat for that matter — is adamant 
that co-operation will not be a first 
step on the road to the takeover of 
Alfa by its bigger Italian brother. 

“There will be no financial 
links. Alfa Romeo will continue as 
a sovereign, independent com- 
pany.”

Thais: Not in war, but live 
like fish out of water

KOK SABAENG, Thailand — The wooden house 
damaged by a Vietnamese shell reminds residents of 
this Thai border village of the danger of living near 
the war in Kampuchea. 


Two Thai villagers were killed 
and three injured early last month 
when the shell, aimed at a Khmer 
Rouge guerrilla stronghold just 
inside Kampuchea, slammed into 
the bouse. 

This village, some 270 kil- 
ometres east of Bangkok, is one of 
half a dozen situated dangerously 
dose to a big guerrilla base at 
Phnom Malai, where the Khmer 
Rouge, ousted from power in 
Phnom Penh by a Vietnamese-led 
invasion in Dec. 1 978. are battling 
a new Vietnamese dry season off- 
ensive. 

Senior Thai military officials 
said seven Thais had been killed 
and 1 8 injured by stray Vie- 
tnamese shells in the first six 
weeks of the year. 

The increasing number of Vie- 
tnamese shells landingon Thai soil 
has prompted some villagers in the 
area to comply with a government 
request for the temporary eva- 
cuation of their homes. 

A total of 752 Thais, mainly 
women and children, have moved 
to a new and safer village 20 kil- 
ometres north of here. 

Maj. Gen. Somkid Cho- 
ngpayuha, commander of Tha- 
iland's ninth army division which 
guards this parts of the border, 
said more than 300 rocket, mortar 
and artillery shells hit the six Thai 
border villages in the first six 
weeks of 1982. most of them lan- 
ding in paddy fields. 

But he said he accepted the 
Vietnamese-led forces’ assertion 
that such shellings were uni- 
ntentional. 

That army officers estimate that 
since mid-January the Vie- 
tnamese have committed more 
than two regiments or some 4,000 
men to dislodging the Khmer 
Rouge from Phnom Malai and 
other rugged hills south of here. 

They say the Vietnamese-led 
forces, taking advantage of imp- 
roved dry season mobility, are 
using long-range artillery' to 
pound suspected guerrilla pos- 
itions almost daily. 


But they question the eff- 
ectiveness of the attacks in des- 
troying the vast rebel sanctuary. 

Thai officials say the Khmer 
Rouge, with their backs to the 
Thai border, probably had about 
the same number of men as the 
Vietnamese but had split into 
small groups to minimise cas- 
ualties from enemy shelling. 

The 30,000-strong Khmer 
Rouge guerrilla force is the big- 
gest of three groups opposing an 
estimated 200.000 Vietnamese 
troops in Kampuchea. 

The Vietnamese led the 1978 
invasion and helped established 
the pro-Hanoi Heng Saxnrin gov- 
ernment in Phnom Penh. 

The guerrillas in the area are 
accompanied by some 60,000 
Kampuchean civilians and Khmer 
rouge families. Many of them occ- 
asionally slip into Thailand when. 
Vietnamese pressure grows. 

Thai officials say the Vie- 
tnamese have tried to send inf- 
iltrators to block Khmer Rouge 
escape routes but their efforts 
have been largely unsuccessful. 

Despite a general increase in 
fighting, the officials believe the 
Khmer Rouge will survive the lat- 
est Vietnamese campaign. 

General Somkid said no armed 
foreign troops were allowed into 
Thailand, and civilians seeking 
refuge were pushed back into 
Kampuchea as soon as the shelling 
subsided. 

He said Thailand retaliated with 
artillery' fire whenever the Vie- 
tnamese appeared to be firing ind- 
iscriminately and endangering 
Thai lives and property. 

In one incident two weeks ago. 
the Thai military said 300 
Vietnamese-led troops advanced 
one kilometre into Thai territory 
in hot pursuit of a band Khmer 
Rouge guerrillas south of here. 

Five Thai border patrol police 
were killed in a clash with the Vie- 
tnamese intruders, who returned 
to Kampuchea the same day. they 
said.

Dutch television 
pirates lose 
thriving business 
after legal battle

AMSTERDAM (R) — Dutch tel- 
evision viewers who had grown 
accustomed to late-night sex and 
feature films over the past two 
years are going to bed early these 
days. 

Pirate broadcasters have been 
ousted from their usual nightly slot 
after the conventional stations 
have dosed down. 

Now instead of adventure or tit- 
illation on the screen there is just a 
drab grey card proclaiming “This 
channel is closed to pirates.” 

A law suit by the cinema union, 
which blames a huge decline in 
movie attendance on the pirates, 
resulted in a court ruling that films 
intended for the cinema must not 
be shown on television. 

The decision has cut the pirates' 
audiences and advertising revenue 
and could herald the end for the 
free-wheeling broadcasters who in 
their heyday last year controlled 
up to iOO television stations with an 
audience of 1.5 million in The Net- 
herlands. 

Die pirates thrived all over The 
Netherlands, but took on a folk- 
hero image in Amsterdam where 
they have battled with the aut- 
horities under the banner of free 
broadcasting. 

Signals which do not threaten 
the cinemas are still allowed but 
many Amsterdam residents are 
disappointed by the disappearance 
of the late-night films they had 
become accustomed to. 

An ingenious discovery first all- 
owed the pirates into The Net- 
herlands television network. 

Broadcasting enthusiasts found 
that by using adapted video-tape 
recorders they could peoetrate the 
cable system by which foreign pro- 
grammes were transmitted into the 
hnmre of the multi-lingual Dutch. 

The amatuers’ discovery was 
soon capitalised upon by a well- 
organised band of entrepreneurs. 

Die {urates successfully fought 


off legal protests by such film dis- 
tributers as Walt Disney and 
Me tro-Goldwyn -Mayer and even 
clashed with local cinema owners 
in the streets. 

The cinema union claimed (hat 
pirates stole feature films and 
made copies of them for broadcast, 
even before official premiers in 
The Netherlands. 

The court decision means (hat a 
cable television company, acting 
on the court’s instructions, blocks 
any film which the pirates try 1 to 
screen. 

The cinema union tried to have 
the pirate stations closed down at 
night but the court ruled that they 
should be able to transmit - but 
not films. 

The Dutch government has been 
keen to crack down on the pirates, 
who break almost all the domestic 
broadcasting rules. 

Upder these regulations several 
independent organisations rep- 
resenting the main political, rel- 
igious and cultural groups are 
given broadcasting time under a 
proportional representation sys- 
tem. 

Before the pirates appeared 
mainly old, second-rate films were 
shown on Dutch television, so the 
introduction of modern box office 
successes was a welcome change. 

The Dutch post office is con- 
stantly pursuing the pirate com- 
panies for breaking broadcasting 
laws but the pirates dodge officials 
by moving their transmitters and 
keeping studio and transmission 
activities separate. 

If detected they face having their 
equipment confiscated and being 
fined. 

In their heyday the stations even 
had their own programme mag- 
azine “De Piraat”, which listed 
what was showing. 

Bid now the magazine has been 
banned, the pirate films are being 
blocked and the Dutch viewer is 
having to settle for stolid official 
fare.

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Haughey wins Dail vote 


DUBLIN (Agencies) — Millionaire Charles Hau- 
ghey became prime minister of the Irish Republican 
for the second time Tuesday, winning a par- 
liamentary contest against outgoing Prime Minister 
Garret FitzGerald by seven votes. 


Five independent and small 
party deputies sided with Mr. 
Haughey in the new parliament, 
giving him an 86 to 79 majority 
and breaking a deadlock left by 
last month's inconclusive general 
election. 

Cheers and aplause erupted in 
the Dari. or lower chamber, when 
the vote was announced. 


Mr. Haughey. 56. won the sup- 
port of five uncommitted law- 
makers. including four socialists, 
to oust prime minister FitzGerald, 
whose coalition government fell 
by one vote in January when he 
introduced a belt-tightening bud- 
get in parliament to deal with the 
republic's severe economic tro- 
ubles. 


Lord 4 Rab’ Butler dies 


LONDON (R) — Lord "Rab" 
Butler, once described as the best 
prime minister Britain never had. 
died at his home near London 
Monday night, his family ann- 
ounced Tuesday. He was 79. 

The former Richard Austen 
Butler, who held key ministerial 
posts from World War Two until 
1964, narrowly missed becoming 
head of government in 1957 and 
again in 1965. 

After the abortive Anglo- 
French-lsraeli invasion of Egypt 
during the 1956 Suez Crisis, then 
Prime Minister Sir Anthony Eden 


resigned due to poor health. Mr. 
Butler was his deputy and widely 
regarded as his obvious successor 
but the premiership went to Har- 
old MacMillan. 

In 1963 Mr. MacMillan res- 
igned and again Mr. Butler missed 
the top job which surprisingly 
went to Lord Home, who ren- 
ounced his hereditary peerage to 
become Sir Alec Douglas-Home. 

His last in a series of high gov- 
ernment posts was as foreign sec- 
retary from 1963 until the Con- 
servatives were defeated by the 
Labour Party at the polls in 1 964. 


Mr. Haughey. leader of the Fia- 
nna Fail party, was prime minister 
from late 1979 until last June, 
w.hen another inconclusive ele- 
ction allowed Dr. FitzGerald, 
head of Fine Gael, to cake power 
in a minority coalition with the 
Labour Party. 

Both leaders spent the weeks 
since the February election cou- 
rting seven men who held the bal- 
ance of power. In the new par- 
liament's first vote Tuesday Mr. 
Haughey had the support of" three 
members of the Marxist Sinn 
Fein— the Workers' Party and two 
independents. 

Jim Kemmy. an independent 
whose switch of support toppled 
the FitzGerald government in a 
January budget vote, voted this 
time for the outgoing prime min- 
ister. 

Mr. Haughey is a controversial 
figure who was once acquitted ol 
involvement in a plot to smuggle 
arms to republican guerrillas in 
British-ruled Non hem Ireland. 
Only two weeks ago he fought oft 
a leadership challenge within Fia- 
nna Fail. 

Although as prime minister he 
forged a closer relationship bet- 
ween the Dublin and London gov- 
ernments. he takes a more cri- 
tical line than Dr. FitzGerald 
towards British rule in Northern 
Ireland. 


China reports 9-month old disaster 


PEKING (A.P.) — A mountain 
collapsed because of unsafe min- 
ing practices last June, burying a 
town and killing 284 people in one 
of China's biggest mining dis- 
asters. the Law News has rep- 
orted. 


The March 5 edition of the 
weekly, seen here Tuesday rep- 
orted the disaster in a call for str- 
icter mine safety regulations. On 
Sunday the government issued 
new regulations and ordered mine 
officials to make personal und- 
erground inspections for hidden 
dangers. 

The newspaper said the mining 


town of Van Chi River in central 
Hubei province was buried by one 
million cubic metres of rock last 
June 5 when the mountain above 
the town collapsed in the early 
morning. 

The mountain was being mined 
for salt and phosphorous and was 
honeycombed with tunnels. 
Cracks had started to appear on 
the mountainside before the col- 
lapse. the repon said. 

The night before the accident 
someone had telephoned the ass- 
istant to a high mine official to 
warn of impending disaster, it 
said. 

He was told, the newspaper 
said. "The old fellow is over 60 


years old. We will deal with the 
problem tomorrow." 

At 5:35 a.m.. the mountain 
rumbled and began to collapse, 
burying the town, and killing 2X4 
mine workers and their families. 

Several local officials are being 
prosecuted for gross inc- 
ompetence and negligence in fai- 
ling to heed the warning signs. 

The last known major mih? dis- 
aster occurred in Nov. 1979. when 
52 miners where killed in a coal pit 
gas explosion in Jilin Province. 

The Chinese press frequently 
does not report disasters for 
months, until government officials 
approve the publication. 


Mysterious

ometres above the Earth is 
made of tiny droplets of sulfuric 
acid from a volcanic eruption 
somewhere in Africa or .Asia, 
researchers say. 

Ames Research Centre sci- 
entists hope to confirm Tuesday ! 
(hose findings, issued Monday i 
and based on a study oFsamples j 
collected Saturday by a 1-2 j 
reconnaissance plane which j 

passed through the cloud at 15. j 
16.7 and 18 kilometres over the j 
Gulf of Mexico. ■ 

“It's very likely volcanic." j 
said Pete Waller, information j 
officer for Ames, which is ope- ] 
rated by the National Aer- 
onautics and Space Adm- 
inistration. “It almost has to 
be. The scientists found very lit- 
tle rock debris," he added, 
which eliminated a nuclear 
blast or a meteorite explosion. 

Mr. Waller said scientists 
also found levels of rad- 
ioactivity so low that the experts 
virtually ruled out the pos- 
sibility that the cloud, which 
was discovered Jan. 23 by Jap- 
anese scientists, is the remnant 
of a nuclear explosion. 

“A typical pattern with a 
volcano is that it ejects ash. 
rock and lots of sulftirous 
gases," said Mr. Waller. 
“Within the first week all the 
ash and rock falls out, leaving 
behind the sulfurous residue. 
That hangs around for months 
and gradually turns to sulfuric 
acid." 

Mr. Waller said the cloud is 
girdling the earth from the equ- 
ator to about 50 degrees north, 
along a line passing through 
Germany. Poland and several 
U.S. states, including Was- 
hington. Idaho and Montana. 

The location indicates the 
volcano erupted several months 
ago in Asia, Africa or som- 
ewhere in the ocean. 


Labour threatens to boycott 
Reagan’s parliament speech 


LONDON {Agencies) — Opp- 
osition Labour Party legislators in 
the House of Commons thr- 
eatened Tuesday to boycott U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan whe'n 
he addresses parliament in June, 
and there were suggestions those 
who do show up might heckle him. 

The legislators were angry that 
Labour leader Michael Foot was 
not consulted about an invitation 
to the president to make the spe- 
ech. the first ever by an American 
president, to both houses of par- 
liament June S. 

Mr. Foot, opposed to many of 
President Reagan's policies, rea- 
cted angrily Monday when he 
heard about the proposed address 
in a radio news bulletin. 

After a meeting with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher in 
which, according to her aides, she 
attempted to head off a con- 
frontation. he told reporters that if 
he'd been consulted about inviting 
Mr. Reagan he would have obj- 
ected. 

Other members, among them 
Labour Legislator Martin Flannery 
of Sheffield, said they would boy- 
cott the speech. Many mentioned 
opposition to Mr. Reagan's sup- 
port of the ruling junta' in El Sal- 
vador. 

The tabloid Sun reported Tue- 
sday that some Labour members 
of parliament had "threatened to 
boo” the president. Heckling of 
British prime ministers is a time- 
honoured practice in the House of 
Commons, where the leader app- 
ears regularly to answer col- 
leagues' questions amid shouts of 
“here, here” and "shame. 


shame.” 

Officials at no. 10 Downing Str- 
eet. Mrs. Thatcher's official res- 
idence. said she had been deeply 
embarrassed by the prematured 
disclosure of the planned speech. 
It was leaked to a Los Angeles 
Times reporter in Santa Barbara, 
near the ranch where Mr. Reagan 
was vocationing. by the pre- 
sident's deputy chief of staff, Mic- 
hael Denver, weeks ahead of a 
planned official announcement. 

"Reagan blunder stuns Mag- 
gie.” read Tuesday's headline in 
the Daily Mirror. The rival Daily 
Mail said. ” Reagan puts his foot in 
it." 

The liberal Guardian new- 
spaper said in an editorial that the 
whole affair had been “woefully 


mismanaged” but added, “it 
would be churlish... to attempt to 
block or deny the president his 
privileged platform in Wes- 
tminster Hall."

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Zimbabwe whites’ party 
suffers another defection 


SALISBURY (Rl — The Rep- 
ublican Front (RF) party of for- 
mer Rhodesian Prime Minister 
lan Smith Monday lost its control 
over the white seats in Zim- 
babwe's parliament with the def- 
ection of another rebel. 

Party Chairman Geoff Kluckow 
said chief whip (parliamentary 
floor manager) John Landau res- 
igned Sunday to sit as an ind- 
ependent. 

Eight other R.F. legislators quit 
last week to become independents 
in the House of Assembly, saying 
the party which dominated the 
final years of white Rhodesia had 
failed to adapt to black rule since 


independence 23 months ago. 

The R.F. won all 20 places res- 
erved for whites in the 100-seat 
House of Assembly in Zim- 
babwe's independence election. 
Now its representation in the 
house has slumped to eight. 


In addition to the nine rebels, 
one R.F. legislator, Wally Stu- 
ttaford. 61. is detained on sus- 
picion of plotting a coup. Another 
former minister, Denis Walker, is 
abroad, wanted by police on a sim- 
ilar charge, and a third, former 
minister Rowan Cronje, has emi- 
grated.

Peking bureaucracy faces further trimmings 


PEKING (R) — Premier Zhao 
Zh ang has called for a purge of 
remaining leftists in the Chinese 
bureaucracy and a ban on rec- 
ruitment of extremists. 

Mr. Zhao, in a speech published 
Tuesday in the official press, said 
that as part of the drive to trim the 
bureaucracy followers of the ext- 
reme leftist “Gang of Four' - led by 
Mao Tsetung's widow Jiang Qing 
would be removed. 

“People who built their careers 


as 'rebels' under (disgraced Def- 
ence Minister) Lin Biao and Jiang 
Oing and who are heavily inf- 
luenced by factional ideology as 
well as smash-and-grabbers... 
should definitely not be pro- 
moted, not a single one of them, 
and those who are already in lea- 
ding posts must be resolutely ous- 
ted,” Mr. Zhao said. 

The premier and his powerful 
mentor, Vice-Chairman Deng 
Xiaoping, are heading a campaign 


to cut China's sprawling bur- 
eaucracy which numbers over 20 
million. 

On Monday, the standing com- 
mittee of the National People's 
Congress. China's parliament, 
announced plans to cut the num- 
ber of vice-premiers from 13* to 
two and the merging of several 
ministries and commissions. 

Mr. Zhao, in his speech to the 
standing committee last T uesday. 
said there was an urgent need to 
promote younger officials as well 


as women and members of ethnic 
minorities. 

Two of the four new ministers 
announced by the standing com- 
mittee on Monday were women. 

The new ministers are aged 
between 51 and 61, and are at 
least 10 years younger than most 
other ministers. 

Mr. Zhao, parts of whose spe- 
ech were published last week, also 
said the number of ministries and 
commissions would be cut from 98 
to about 52. 


NEWPORT. Rhode Island t R) — 
The tortured courtroom exposure 
of the private lives of socialities 
Claus and Martha von Bulow has 
ended after 57 days. 

Now a jury will decide if the 
case of Danish financier and his 
S75-mil!ion heiress w ife. lying in a 
coma in a New York hospital, is 
one of attempted murder or of 
self-destructive excess. 

Evidence in the case against Mr. 
von Bulow. charged with twice try- 
ing to murder his wife with insulin 
injections, ended Monday with 
eight witnesses called by Pro- 
secutor Stephen Famiglietti to 
counter the defence case. 

Judge Thomas -Needham told 
the jury of seven men and five 
women it could start considering a 
verdict on Thursday after final 
arguments by both sides Wed- 
nesday. 


The jurors will be driven under 
police escort to hotel rooms each 
night until they reach a verdict. 
The judge advised them: “better 
bring a toothbrush.” 

Mr. von Bulow. 55. once oil 
magnate J. Paul Getty’s closest 
aide, returned to his own hotel 
room with chief defence counsel 
Monday night afte'r the last evi- 
dence was given. 

He had sat in court for two 
months as the prosecution called 
his family servants, his step- 
children and his own mistress to 
support its case that he plotted 
murder for the love of another 
woman and for S 1 4 j million in his 
wife's will. 

The jury heard that Mrs. von 
Bulow took 24 laxatives a day. had 
a facelift she did not even tell her 
children about, and once gave her 
husband a "licence to cheat" after 


telling him she no longer wanted 
sex with him. 

Mrs. von Bulow never knew 
that intimate details of her life 
were being related in court. She 
has lain senseless with a feeding 
tube m her nose for almost 15 
months. 

The jury was .even taken on a 
tour of Clarendon Court, the von 
Bulow mansion on Newport’s mil- 
lionaires row. 

The defence case pictured her 
as a neurotic alcoholic and drug 
taker given to gluttonous ind- 
ulgence in sweets forbidden by 
doctors. 

Surprise witnesses called by the 
defence testified that she herself 
said her husband’s first alleged 
attempt to kill her was in fact a 
suicide attempt and that she once 
recommended self-injection of 
insulin as a diet aid.

Reagan to proclaim Afghanistan day 

WASHINGTON (A.P.) — U.S. President Ronald Reagan is 
proclaiming March 2 1 as Afghanistan day to call attention to that 
country's continued domination by the Soviet Union. That day. 
the first day of spring, is celebrated in Afghanistan as the start of 
the new year. Mr. Reagan will sign the proclamation Wednesday 
in the East Room. The House of representatives and Senate 
passed resolutions last week calling attention to Afghanistan as" a 
natron occupied and terrorised by over .80.000 troops.” John 
Burgess, deputy directorof public liaison at the White House, said 
the proclamation is the result of a citizens' effort led by former 
Secretary of State William Rogers. " He's gotten support from the 
three former presidents and former secretaries of state Dean 
Rusk. Cyrus Vance. Henry Kissinger and Edmund Muskie.” Mr. 
Burgess ’said. “It's a kind of’ lest we forget’ thing.”

‘French Connection’ cop wants to quit 


PARIS (R I — Paris criminal police chief. Francois le Mouel. best 
known for his role in breaking the "French Connection” heroin 
ring, has asked to be relieved of his duties, because of a dispute 
with the interior minister. Mr. le Mouel told reporters he had sent 
a letter to Interior Minister Gaston Defferrc asking to be re moved 
from his post. He was named head of the Paris criminal police 
division last April. The move came after Mr. Defferre had rea- 
ssigned one of Mr. le Mouel" s deputies. Marcel Leclerc. to the 
Mediterranean port city of Marseilles. Mr. Leclerc described the 
reassignment as a demotion and exercised his legal right to refuse 
the transfer. Recent newspaper reports have said senior police 
officers are increasingly upset by France's socialist government 
and its plans to reform the police. Mr. le Mouel was head of the 
anti-drug squad which cracked a Marseilles-based drugs ring ref- 
ining Turkish opium into heroin for the lucrative New York 
market. The American side of the story was turned into a film 
entitled The French Connection."

SALISBURY — Having lost 
more than half its members of 
Zimbabwe's parliament in the 
past three months through! res- 
ignation. detention and flight, the 
once all-powerful R.F. party is in 
disarray. 

lan Smith, the "Good Old Smi- 
thy” of Rhodesia's heady days of 
rebellion against the British 
crown. is still party leader but 
looks and sounds tired and car- 
eworn. 

’Tm left holding the baby.” the 
former prime ministercomplained 
as seven M.P.s deserted him last 
..Thursday. The seven are trying to 
forge closer links with the black 
majority government of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe, the 
ex-guerrilla leader Mr. Smith used 
to call a bloodthirsty Marxist ter- 
rorist. 

The R.F.. formerly the Rho- 
desian Front and now the Rep- 
ublican Front, has suffered the 
biggest split since it was formed in 
1963 to defend white minority 
interests against r rising tide of 
black nationalism. 

Eight of its 19 members of par- 
liament quit during the week to 
become independents, saying the 
party r had failed to adapt itself to 
change since white-dominated 
Rhodesia became black-ruled 
Zimbabwe 23 months ago. 

Former party' whip Dennis Div- 
an's. 67, the latest to resign, told 
reporters: “I will not taunt or rid- 
icule or denigreate the black man 
as has been done in parliament by 
certain members.” 

Until recently the R.F. held all 
20 seats in the 100-seat par- 
liament guaranteed to whites until 
1990 under the peace agreement 
which ended seven years of war 
between while and black forces in 
1979. 


R.F. legislator Wally Stu- 
rtaford. 61 . was arrested last Dec- 
ember on charges of plotting a 
coup against Mr. Mugabe's gov- 
ernment. He has been held wit- 
hout trial ever since under eme- 
rgency regulations once used by 
the R.F. to crush political dissent. 

Another R.F. member of par- 
liament. former Minister Denis 
Walker, is abroad, wanted on sim- 
ilar charges. Yet another M.P.. 
ex-Minister Rowan Cronje. has 
emigrated. 

The last major R.F. split occ- 


urred in iy77 when 12 right- 
wingers broke away because they 
believed the party had gone soft in 
the war against the guerrilla for- 
ces. But then the rebels rep- 
resented only a fourth of the 
party's strength. 

Many political analysts wonder 
if the R.F. can again recover given 
the changed circumstances of the 
times. 

Some whites believe the R.F.'s 
only power lies in its ability under, 
the constitution to obstruct the 
government. The rebels believe 
that is too negative a role which 


strains the government’s policy of 
post-war reconciliation between 
the rices. 

Mr. Mugabe charges that the 
R.F. is rooted in a pasr of a 
racially-divided Rhodesia, a world 
of masters and servants. He has 
accused the party and its followers 
of being unable to adapt to his 
socialist-based multiracial society. 

He recently hinted to a gat- 
hering of white businessmen that 
if the white M.P.s could shake off 
the R.F.. cabinet positions would 
become available for whites. Agr- 
iculture Minister Denis Norman,

who does not belong to a party, is 
now the only white in the 28- 
member cabinet. 

The pro-government Sunday 
Mail newspaper has urged white 
Zimbabweans to abandon the 
R.F. as a political and moral lia- 
bility. _ 

In the past the white community 
.unfailingly rallied around Mr. 
Smith when he appealed for unity 
in the face of adversity. 

R.F. Chairman Geoff KJuckow' 
believes it will do so again. He said 
the party switchboard had been 
jammed with calls of protest aga- 
inst the behaviour of the rebels. 

“I believe this will give us a 
boost," he said. “Their action will 
awaken the electorate out of its 
complacency." 

The fate of the R J 7 . will to some 
extent govern the fate of Zim- 
babwe's 180,000 whites, sur- 
rounded by almost seven million 
blacks. 

Mr. Mugabe and his ministers 
have often said they will ult- 
imately judge the whites' response 
to their official policy of rec-. 
onciliation by the amount of sup- 
port given the R.F. - the old 
byword for racial separation and 
white domination. 

In one poll of white voter opi- 
nion published recently, the Sun- 
day Mail newspaper reported a 
mixed reaction to last week's rev- 
olt. Some whites called for unity 
behind the R.F. banner while oth- 
ers called for more cooperation 
between the races. - 

One white male, reflecting the 
opinions of the 1,500 whites off- 
icially estimated to be emigrating' 
each month, declared: “Quite fra- 
nkly 1 couldn't give a damn, fra 
leaving.*’ 

A by-election for the. vacant 
white seat is due next. month and- 
should give an indication of how 
much white support the old R.F. 
can still muster in the new Zim- 
babwe.

who swam to the ship's bottom 
from the gunboat.
